State House in Boston on Friday, April 8. 

He took the place of State Sen. Patricia McGovern as part of 
the education committee, where he met for morning hearings 
of testimony on a bill to provide direct funding for public 
schools. 

During the afternoon, when the Senate met as a whole, a bill 
repealing the death penalty was passed by a 2-1 margin. 

Scanlon and the other student legislators met with Gov. 
Michael Dukakis as he and other legislators were preparing to 
leave for the Democratic Convention in Springfield. The 
governor told them, ‘‘We’re leaving the Commonwealth in 
your hands. . .I hope, when I return on Monday that it is in 
better shape than it is now.” 

Upon reflecting on his experience, Scanlon said, ‘‘Maybe 
someday I will really be a part of that body which govern our 
state. Many of those presently in the legislature sat in the 
same seats as I did some 20-35 years ago.’’ (More than 1/3 of 
all legislators and Gov. Dukakis himself were student govern- 
ment day participants at one time.) 

In summing up his experience, Scanlon said, ‘‘I learned the 
necessity of the art of compromise, the importance of public 
speaking, having a knowledgeable background and being tact- 
ful and diplomtic.”’ 

He was thankful to Patricia Dye, Andover High School 
Social Studies head teacher, and Representative Sue Tucker 
for the time they gave in preparing him for this stimulating 
experience.

No Surprises 


Next year’s school calendar will of- 
fer no surprises, the School Committee 
decided last week, when the superin- 
tendent asked for some direction in 
devising the year’s schedule. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert 
brought up the subject by asking if 
there might be ‘‘any interest”’ in hold- 
ing classes during the summer months, 
and got the answer he probably ex- 
pected. 


“We've looked at a variety of cal- 
endars over the the years, and always 
come back to the traditional-type cal- 
endar,’’ Chairman Richard Neal noted, 
“with the usual vacations, holidays, 
starting and ending times.” 


With no discussion, the rest of the 
committee agreed that a traditional 
September-to-June schedule will do 
just fine for the 1983-84 school year. 


Rabies Clinic 
In New Location 
This Year 


The Andover Animal Hospital will 
sponsor the Town of Andover annual 
rabies clinic at its new location, San- 
born School, Saturday, April 30, and 
Saturday, May 7, from 8:30 a.m. until 
12 noon. 

The vaccine for cats lasts one year 
and should be repeated annually. The 
dog vaccine should be given to puppies 
from three-to-six months of age and 
repeated after one year. The vaccine 


given to dogs older than one year of age 
is good for three years. State Public 
Health regulations require the above 
vaccine for dogs and the town of And- 
over requires proof of vaccine before 
issuing a dog license. 


The charge for the vaccine will be $4. 

Cats should be transported in a box or 
pillow case, while dogs should have a 
choke collar and a sturdy leash.

The Community Development and 
Planning Department will ask the se- 
lectmen to consider charging an appli- 
cation fee when property-owners ask 
for advice on petitioning the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Last month, the selectmen approved 
a $35 fee for filing a request for a 
hearing before the ZBA. But property- 
owners often ask the Community De- 
velopment and Planning staff whether 


they need to appear before the zoning 
board — and no fee is charged to cover 
the work the staff must do to answer 
that question. 

The department next week will rec- 
ommend that a $25 application fee be 
charged whenever the staff is asked to 
review a potential ZBA case; if the 
case does indeed go on to the zoning 
board, the $25 will be applied toward 
the total $35 fee.

The sharpest commentary on his latest 
work has come from a four-year-old neigh- 
bor, Andover artist David Sullivan says 
with amusement. As she looked upon the 
work now hanging at Memorial Hail Li- 
brary, the little girl asked, ‘‘Where’s the 
show? I don’t see it.”’ 

The artist’s teenaged son is not enamored 
of his latest efforts either, Sullivan says, 
telling his father he is ‘‘throwing away”’ his 
talent as a painter. 

The library show may seem to represent 
a totally new direction for Sullivan, but he 
says it is a direction he has been heading in 
for a while now: “‘It’s been slowly coming 
to the fore.”’ 

Sullivan approached the library a year 
ago with his idea for the show — and by 
happy coincidence his exhibit, on display 
through April, falls during National Library 
Month. The timing is fitting, the artist says, 
because his new work celebrates the writ- 
ten word as art, and art as the written 
word. 

Part of the exhibit is hanging from the 
railing of the library balcony. In black 
acrylic brush strokes on white canvas, Sul- 
livan has painted a sentence from James 
Joyce’s Finnegan’s Wake: ‘‘With harm and 
aches till farther alters.’’ Each word is 
composed of eight 16-inch-square canvases, 
painted separately and then pieced togeth- 
er; there are 40 canvases in all. 

The second part of the show (temporarily 
removed for repairs after it was broken 
while on exhibit) is a large glass and wood 
sculpture. A long wooden arc balances on a 
pole, surrounded by three small panes of 
glass in wooden frames standing several 
feet away. Each pane is etched with part of 
a passage from Finnegan’s Wake, and as 
the viewer reads the passage, she must look 
at the sculpture — but shift it out of focus — 
through the glass. 

Sullivan will give a reading of the Joyce 
passage at 7:30 next Wednesday night, April 
27, at the library; the public is invited. He 
chose Joyce as the subject of his show 
because, as he explains in a statement 
posted with the exhibit, ‘‘for 25 years the 
work of Joyce has been one of my favorite 
domiciles.”’ 

The sentence he chose ‘‘captures the all- 
encompassing ambiguity’ of Joyce’s last 
novel, he adds. ‘‘The book has a wonderful 
ambiguity of thought, multiple meanings. 
And (this sentence) seemed particularly 
workable because of the way it could stand 
by itself — you don’t have to know anything 
else about it’’ to appreciate the sentence as 
art, Sullivan says. 

‘‘With harm and aches till farther alters”’ 
began as a pencil drawing, and the artist 
then filled a stack of three-by-five inch 
sketch books with sketches for each canvas. 
While working out many variations of each 
canvas — with each containing just part of 
a word — Sullivan was exploring ‘‘the spe- 
cific function of lines in relation to the 
whole, and to one another. In putting down 
the line, I was putting down a verb, not a 
noun.”’ 

Sullivan then carefully scaled up each 
sketch to fill a canvas, locating points as 
guides to make sure the lines and curves 
would connect from canvas to canvas to 
form a word. 

And with the first brush stroke, ‘‘Every- 
thing starts again,’’ he explains, because 
every line on every canvas effected what 
was to follow on the next canvas: If the line

started out thick, it must continue to be 
thick on the next canvas. ‘‘It’s like a musi- 
cal performance. You have a score, but 
once the first note is played, that perfor- 


mance has a life of its own. It should be all 
interconnected.” 


Sullivan did much of the painting on his 


knees. He also enlisted the help of a number 


of people. His assistant, Andover High 


School junior John Tremblay, helped 
stretch canvases and drew the layouts for 
the pencil sketches. AHS senior Sally Bick- 
erton stretched canvases. Christian 
French, Sullivan’s nephew, built the sculp-

dio, which depicts piles of cartons printed 
with product names. And a print done last 
year of a car sitting in a car lot is domi- 
nated by a sign reading ‘‘This Week’s Spe- 
cial.” 

‘Words on paper — is that a drawing or 
isn’t it?’’ the artist asks. ‘I love aphorisms, 
which tend not to be very far from a draw- 
ing,”’ he adds. 

His works in progress will continue in this 
direction, Sullivan says. These include a 
painting he has been working on for the past 
eight months: done as a series of six paint- 
ings, each will consist of eight unequally- 
sized canvases. 

And he is most enthusiastic about an idea 
for a print he has been thinking about for 
more than a year now, which will also be 
done on eight canvases and, he hopes, be 
exhibited in a Chicago gallery next year. 

Because he has offered to give away his 
original drawing for this painting more than 
once but has found no takers, he calls it 
‘‘indestructible’’ (and, in fact, the drawing 
survived a major fire at the artist’s home 
last year). 

Done on a page ripped from a sketchbook, 
brown and charred around the edges, the 
drawing consists of two words pencilled 
across the center of the page in Sullivan’s 
handwriting: ‘‘Nothing’s exciting.”

Music for Weddings will be the 
subject of the next ‘‘Sundays at 
Four,” a free concert series of- 
fered to the community by the 
Parish of Christ Church, Central 
Street, Andover, on Sunday, April 
24 at 4 p.m. 

Ever since ancient Biblical 
times, music has played an impor- 
tant pact in the social and religious 
life of a community.

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“Trust Gift Supports Textile Collection 


A $15,000 grant from the Russell Trust of Lawrence will 
make it possible for America’s largest collection of antique 
textile tools and implements to be analyzed and completely 
catalogued, according to Thomas W. Leavitt, director of the 
Merrimack Valley Textile Museum. Trustees of the Russell 
Trust are Archer L. Bolton, Jr., Roger N. Bower and Clifford 
E. Elias. 

Leavitt said the grant represents one half of the out-of- 
pocket expenses the museum expects to incur. The project 
will be launched while the remaining funds are being sought. 

Most of the collection is presently house in Machinery Hall 
in North Andover, a 30,000 square foot annex erected a decade 
ago. There it shares space with the industrial collection, also 
the largest of its kind in the United States. This building is so 
full that it is difficult to study individual pieces. Moreover, 
there is no room for additional acquisitions. Consequently, the 
first chore will be to remove the entire pre-industrial collec- 
tion to space rented on Canal Street in Lawrence. Once there, 
each object will be examined by Dr. Paul Hudon, associate 
curator of pre-industrial technology, assisted by a team of 
consultants. At the same time, Dr. Hudon expects to identify 
gaps in the collection which can be filled by further collecting. 

More than half of the approximately 500 pieces to be exam- 
ined were collected by Samuel Dale Stevns (1859-1922), a 


—— in the Stevens Mills, North Andover, and one of the 
rlies collectors of Americana. They were the gift of Caro- 
line Stevens Rogers, his daughter and founder of the Merri- 
mack Valley Textile Museum. 

The second largest part of the collection is the 1980 gift of 
Anne Flaten Pixley, an accomplished handweaver who taught 
for many years on Boston’s South Shore. She donated her 
textile implements to the museum after deciding to pursue 
another career in California. 

The third major portion of the collection was the bequest of 
Miss Frances Talbot of Philadelphia. Miss Talbot, her mother 
and brother were Rhode Island natives who earned a distin- 
guished reputation as weavers of ecclesiastical textiles in the 
Philadelphia area between 1925 and the early 70s. 

The most recent additions to the collection came from 
Mystic Seaport, a maritime museum in Connecticut. These 30 
pieces filled several gaps in the MVTM collection. 

Leavitt said that while the collection was being evaluated 
and catalogued, the museum staff would be considering ways 
in which it can be used for educational purposes. ‘‘Exhibitions 
are always a possibility,”’ he said, ‘‘but we may also consider 
the feasibility of using this unique collection to furnish a 
major center for instruction in the textile arts and crafts.” 


While the collection is being studied it will be made avail- 
able by appointment to craftspersons, curators and students.

Awarded Fellowship 


Rose-Mary Sargent, a Merrimack College senior 
and native of Haverhill, is one of 96 students in the 
United States and Canada to be awarded presti- 
gious Mellon Fellowships in the Humanities. 

The Fellowships were created by the Andrew W. 
Mellon Foundation this year in response to the 
rising concern over the increasing number of young 
people with scholarly potential who are not enter- 
ing academic careers. The Fellowships were estab- 
lished to assure that the next generation of teachers 
and scholars will include men and women of excep- 
tional talent. 

Sixteen of the students to receive the first of the 
Mellon Fellowships in the Humanities attend eight 
New England colleges and universities, including 


Yale University, Amherst College, Harvard Uni- © 


versity, Wellesley College, Brown University, Uni- 
versity of Connecticut, Brandeis University and 
Merrimack College. 

The award winners were selected after an exten- 
sive recruiting search and rigorous competition 
which included careful scrutiny of essays and writ- 
ten records as well as intensive interviews at re- 
gional centers. Those judged the most promising by 
the program’s regional committees were recom- 
mended to a national committee, which made the 
final selections. 

Sargent, who is a philosophy and history major, 
will receive a stipend of $7,000 plus tuition and 
standard fees during the first year at a graduate 
school of her choice in the country. The award is 
renewable for a second year subject to favorable 
recommendation from the university, backed by its 
readiness to contribute 1/3 tuition and fees in that 
year. Mellon fellows who have excelled in their 
graduate studies and are in a position to complete 
their Ph.D.’s within five years will also be eligible 
for support from the program during the final 
dissertation writing year. 

A 33-year-old North Andover resident and summa 
cum laude graduate this May, Sargent will pursue 
the study of the philosophy of science in preparation 
for a career teaching, writing and researching 
philosophy. 

Ironically, this humanities and philosophy schol- 
ar began her college education as a Business Ad- 
ministration major. She attended a junior college 
for business from 1967-69 and worked as an adver- 
tising manager for a newspaper and ad agency 
from 1969-79. 

It was in 1979 when, enrolled in Merrimack’s 
Division of Continuing Education as a Business 
Administration major, she ‘‘ran into a introductory 
philosophy course taught by Prof. Daniel Rochowi- 
ak.”’ 


“y realized than and told myself, ‘Hey, this is 
what I like to do,’ ’’ she explained. 


So, in 1981 the one-time business major and ad- 
vertising manager quit her job and enrolled at 
Merrimack as a full-time philosophy and history 
major. Since then she has worked at the McQuade 
Library under the work-study program and wait- 
ressing at the 99 Lounge in North Andover. 

Although Sargent expressed surprise over her 
selection as one of the nation’s top scholars in the 
Humanities, no one in the philosophy or history 
departments was even mildly surprised. Professors 
in both departments described her as one of the 
best students ever to attend Merrimack. 

‘She's among the best students I have ever had in 
my 22 years of teaching at Merrimac,”’ explained 
Dr. Peter Ford of the history department. Dr. 
Ford, who nominated her, described her as ‘‘inquis- 
itive, an outstanding writer and thinker and relent- 
lessly thorough in her research and class 
preparation.” 

Prof. Rochowiak agreed. ‘‘Rose-Mary has been in 
six of my classes and she has produced work well 
beyond the, undergraduate level in everyone of 
them,” he said. 

The philosophy professor noted that having Sar- 
gent in his classes was an asset to him and the 
students. He noted, ‘‘Students would go to her as a 
resource and because she always came to class so 
thoroughly prepared, she made me do more in 
preparation for classes.’’ 

Dr. Gerald Matross, also of the philosophy de- 
partment, classified Sargent as ‘‘exceptional in her 
desire for understanding and in her purusit of an- 
swers to philosophical questions.”’ 

As for Sargent, one might think that she may 
have had her fill of studying, research and writing 
papers. 

No so. 

“I enjoy school and the pursuit of knowledge,” 
she remarked. ‘‘I feel like I’m pampering myself by 
going on. It’s a luxury!”’

Involved In Community 


Luan Giannone, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Anthony Gian- 
none Jr. of Andover, is working as the volunteer services 
coordinator for St. Michael’s College in Vermont. 

Luan, a senior business major who plans a career in interna- 
tional management, spends 15 to 20 hours a week, in addition 
to her academic work-load, organizing student volunteer 
programs. She works out of the St. Michael’s Student Re- 
source Center. 

As a freshman, Luan became involved in the ‘‘Big-Brother- 
/Big Sister’ program, the largest volunteer program on 
campus. In this program, SMC students ‘‘adopt’’ a local child 
from a low income family as a little brother or sister. Each 
week an activity such as a ‘‘gym and swim’”’ day is scheduled 
for the students and their little sisters and brothers. In all 70 
to 100 children and an equal number of college students 
benefit from these activities. 

Luan and her “‘little brother’ Chris visit each week at the 
college. They are such good friends that she has even taken 
nine-year-old Chris home to Andove to visit with her family 
during college vacations. 

Luan’s community work continued and broadened from just 
her ‘‘big sister/big brother’’ work when, in her junior year, 
she began helping out at a local nursing home. Now Luan 
coordinates volunteer servies for the entire campus, as well 
as being assistant coordinator of the ‘‘Big Brother/Big Sis- 
ter’’ program. 

In particular Luan has sent student volunteers to help out at 
the Green Mountain Nursing Home, to the Winooski, Vt., 
Adult Basic Education Center, and to the Chittenden County 
Correctional Center. 

At the nursing home every other Saturday, college students 
play bingo with the residents. They have also brought singers 
to cheer the old people. On Valentine’s Day, the students 
brought red and white carnations for everyone in the nursing 
home. ‘‘The students loved it and the old people thought that it 
was great,’’ said Luan. ‘‘ It is especially worthwhile because 
the nursing home has no on-duty activity coordinator for 
weekends,” she said.

reading skills and study habits. 

Another worthwhile program that Luan has helped set up is 
at the Chittenden County Correctional Center. Ten students go 
each week to the center to play volleyball with the inmates. 
‘The inmates love it. They practice all week for it. We don’t 
practice so we lose,” said Luan. “This program has been 
particularly successful,” she continued, ‘‘at first we were 
afraid that student commitment wouldn’t be so strong. Now, 
if the Center would take us, we have enough students to play 
three nights a week.”’ 

Luan Giannone is filling a need at St. Michael’s College that 
was never really organized until this year. Receiving pay of 
less than one dollar an hour, Luan is the epitome of a student 
volunteer. When asked how her work has affected her college 
lifeshe said, ‘‘socially it has actually helped me. I’ve met 
many people that I wouldn’t have met otherwise.’’ As far as 
school-work goes, she said, ‘academics is hard, but I keep 
up. 

About her work she said ‘‘I see some college students sitting 
around, watching soap operas, drinking beer - they say they’re 
bored. I think there is an awful lot they can do.’’ She contin- 
ued, ‘I see a lot of students wasting time and it aggravates 
me to death.”’ 

With Luan organizing events and stirring up enthusiasm, we 
may see more and more students get involved. She has 
already inspired several hundred SMC students to participate 
in community volunteer work.

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Veteran Music Teacher Retires 


The School Committee last week ac- 
cepted the resignation of a veteran elemen- 
tary school teacher, noting their 
appreciation for her 15 years of service. 

The committee approved the resignation 
of music teacher Barbara Fogg, who joined 
the Andover school system in September, 
1968. Ms. Fogg has been on a personal leave 
of absence this year. 

The committee also accepted the resigna- 
tions of Mary Jane Divino, a Sanborn School 
teacher and an Andover teacher since Sep- 
tember 1975 who has been on a child-rearing 
leave since September 1981; and Margaret 
Jurgen, a learning disabilities instructional 
aide since October 1978 who has been on a 
personal leave this year. 

Requests for leaves of absence were ap- 
proved for Joan Axelrod, high school physi- 
cal education teacher, who requested an 
extension through the first semester next 
year of a child-rearing leave originally ap- 


Junior High math teacher, who requested 
an extension through next year of a child- 
rearing leave originally granted for this 
year; and John Kennedy, West Junior High 
social studies teacher, who requested a 
personal leave for next year. 

The committee also appointed two 
coaches for spring sports: David Johnson, a 
phys. ed. preferred substitute, will coach 
WJH boys’ track at $661 (step one), while 
WJH phys. ed. teacher Kenneth Maglio will 
coach WJH boys’ baseball at $1,278 (step 
five). Outdoor education advisor stipends at 
Sanborn were approved for Bette Ann Coy- 
le, Carol Buchanan, Susan Rogers, Ruth 
Trepanier and Richard Valle, each for five 
days at $100. 

Appointments approved were Arlette 
Tanin of Andover as noon-hour supervisor 
at Sanborn at $6.14/day, and Ruth Wright of 
Andover as a special needs instrucional 
aide at West Junior High, 35 hours/week, at 
$4.75/hour (step one), plus a stipend based 


on an annual rate of $350. 

Nancy Catalano was transferred from the 
position of teacher aide at Bancroft School 
to the position of office assistant at Andover 
High, with a new salary based on an annual 
rate of $9,898 (grade 11, step one). 

And the committee approved a list of 38 
non-tenured personne! who will be notified 
that they will not be re-elected for next 
year, because law requires those employ- 
ees to be notified before April 15. Chairman 
Richard Neal said he hoped ‘‘many, if not 
all, will be re-elected at some time in the 
future,’’ once salary negotiations have been 
completed.

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Andover ABC Program 
To Accept Only Females 


At its monthly meeting the board of directors of 
the Andover ABC (A Better Chance) made a signifi- 
cant decision which will in future years change the 
composition of the 11 students residing in the ABC 
house at 124 Main St. and attending Andover High 
School. Beginning in September 1983, the Andover 
chapter will accept only female students from the 
national applicant pool of ABC. In reaching its 
decision, the board stressed that the male minority 
students currently in the program and enrolled at 
the high school will continue in their studies until 
their graduation in 1985. The new policy means, 
however, that by 1985 the residence will host only 
young women. 

The new policy follows upon a period of more 
than five years of co-education using a single resi- 
dence. This in turn followed upon an earlier effort 
to maintain two separate dormitories for men and 
women, an effort which was consolidated for great- 
er efficiency and economy in the present ABC 
House. The decision, which was adopted after some 
months of discussion among the board, its advisors 
and the national ABC office, takes into account the 
recruitment efforts of the national organization to 
attract minority students with intellectual promise, 
strong motivation and leadership qualities who 
show promise of becoming highschool or preparato- 
ry-school graduates able to do quality work in 
competitive colleges. The aim of ABC is to provide 
a strong preparatory education at either well-rec- 
ognized public high schools or supporting private 
schools. At the present time three times as many 
female students as male apply to ABC nationally, 
but among the public-school chapters, twice as 
many programs have men only as have women 
only. Therefore, a teenage girl seeking the experi- 
ence of living away from home and gaining strong 
academic skills through considerable amounts of 
counseling and guidance has only one-sixth the 
chance of placement in an ABC public-school pro- 
gram as a teenage boy. The Andover board, while 
mindful of a continuing national need to provide

educational encouragement to minority teenage 
males, also felt that it should be making a commit- 
ment to the larger group of applicants which has 
fewer chances of local placement. It was aware 
that minority women have suffered from double 
discrimination, have generally had a marginal eco- 
nomic position and have often been a strong source 
of family aspiration and cohesion. 

Though Andover ABC has had college successes 
among both men and women in the more than 60 
graduates during its 16 years of operation, it has 
been encouraged in its decision by the caliber of 
recent women graduates now studying and compil- 
ing good records at institutions such as Duke Uni- 
versity, Brown University, Trinity College and 
Middlebury College. 

The imbalance of applicants by sex for ABC 
nationally has continued despite active efforts di- 
rected at guidance counselors, principals and com- 
munity advisors in disadvantaged areas to give 
encouragement to young men and women to enter 
the program. The situation reflects certain cultural 
factors such as parental expectations, role models, 
goals and motivational patterns wich at the present 
time tend to give more positive support to away- 
from-home academically-oriented training for mi- 
nority women. 

The Andover decision accepts the present reali- 
ties especialy in the light of its desire to maintain a 
program with students having high potential for 
educational success and contributions to society. 

The ABC Board initiated a study after advice 
from its residential directors and various standing 
committees reporting on the adjustment experi- 
ences of teenagers entering into a residential com- 
munity considerably different from their 
customary experiences in their own families and on 
the problems of normal social interaction of teen- 
agers. The reports indicated that a single-sex pro- 
gram in the foreseeable future would have more 
focus to its efforts. 
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Court Hearing On Forest Trails 
Now Delayed Until June 


A court hearing on proposed cross-coun- 
try ski trails in Harold Parker State Forest, 
originally scheduled for mid-March and 
then postponed until next week, has been 
delayed until June, according to a state 
official. 


Gilbert Bliss, director of forest and parks 
for the Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
ronmental Management (DEM), said yes- 
terday a hearing on the controversial ski 
proposal will be held in Suffolk Superior 
Court in June. 


Bliss said state officials have had ‘‘no 
discussions’’ with the ten citizens who have 


blocked plans for the ski trails since late 
last year. ‘‘I’m looking forward to getting 
into court,”’ he said. ‘‘That’s the only way to 
resolve this.” 


However, the director has taken steps to 
form a citizens’ advisory committee to 
work with state officials on issues related 
to the state forest — not just the ski propo- 
sal. 


An organizational meeting was held 
March 31 at Memorial Hall Library, he 
said, to discuss the make-up of the 25-mem- 
ber committee. ‘‘We’re pulling it together 
now. We should be ready to have our first 


meeting in mid-May at forest headquarters 
in Andover,” Bliss said. 


The state’s DEM had planned to lease 
part of Harold Parker to Duane Johnstone 
of Carlisle, who wanted to create six miles 
of groomed trails in the Salem Pond area of 
the forest. State officials planned to grant 
Johnstone a two-year trial permit, with the 
state taking a small percentage of the busi- 
nessman’s profits. 


Johnstone planned to offer night skiing 
and ski lessons. Officials estimated that the 
ski center would attract about 10,000 skiers 
each week. 


That plan was called off for the 1982-83 ski 
season, however, when hundreds of towns- 
people protested the plan last December. 
Area neighbors, horseback riders, snowmo- 
bilers and skiers protested that the plan 
would close a section of the forest to those 
who have been using it free of charge, and 
create traffic problems as well. 

Ten residents brought state officials to 
court in December, seeking a temporary 
restraining order to stop the state from 
making a decision on the Johnstone propo- 
sal; they were denied an injunction. A full 
hearing, postponed from February, March 
and this month, is now scheduled for June.

In honor of one of Andover’s most che- 
rished citizens, Andover Selectmen have 
declared Wednesday, April 27, ‘‘J. Everett 
Collins’ Day”’ in Andover. 

In keeping with this honor, the Andover

Celebration on Wednesday at 7 p.m. in the 
Andover High School. 

“Uncle John,’ as he is affectionately 
known to the hosts of students and their 
parents whom he has worked with through 
the years, will greet his many friends 
throughout the evening. Local government 
officials, students, friends, parents and 
townspeople are all invited to attend. The 
evening will include refreshments, choral 
and instrumental music, poems, anecdotes, 
etc., for ‘‘Uncle John.”’ 

J. Everett Collins, alone or in concert, 


has been singing for three quarters of a 
century. 


Blessed with a good voice and devoted to 
sacred music, he became a talented choral 
director. No matter how involved with fam- 
ily, business or service in local and state 
government, Collins gave generously of his

time and skill to encourage many in the 
Merrimack Valley to know the gladness of 
singing together. 

Born in Andover April 27, 1894, he was 
boy soloist at Christ Church in 1906 and 
worked under the direction of John Bache- 
lor. After three years of intense voice train- 
ing, J. Everett, as a boy alto soloist, sang at 
several of Boston’s famous Episcopal 
churches. Between 1912 and 1923 he was a 
soloist at South Church in Andover, then in 
Brookline at St. Paul’s and First Unitarian, 
respectively. He returned to South Church 
as choir director and soloist in 1923, serving 
there until 1929. For the next 50 years he 
directed the choir at Calvary Church in 
Lawrence. 

In 1926 Collins organized the Andover 
Male Choir. Three years later he founded 
the Andover Choral Society.

Collins Auditorium Completion 
Should Be About Three Months 


Work on the J. Everett Collins Auditori- 
um at Andover High School is ‘‘going along 
quite well,’’ the school building project 
manager reported this week, and should be 
complete within three months. 

Project Manager William Mansell said 
work on the auditorium is ‘“‘probably a good 
80 percent complete,” with painters now 
working on the interior walls and trim. The 
heating and ventilation system is 95 percent 
installed, and the electrical work is “well 
along,” he added.

When the painting is finished, rugs and 
seating will be installed — the finishing 
touches that will ‘‘really dress it up,” the 
manager said. Otherwise, only ‘‘minor’’ 
jobs remain to be completed inside the 
1,200-seat auditorium. 

Outside, landscaping and heavy clean-up 
need to be done; that work will probably 
begin in two or three weeks, Mansell said, 
when the weather improves. He estimates 
that the general contractor, Peabody Con- 
struction of Braintree, will have the entire 


auditorium project complete ‘‘sometime in 
July.” 

Work crews had to contend with a minor 
water problem at the auditorium site in 
recent weeks, but the problem was traced 
to a clogged drainage culvert and quickly 
solved, Mansell said.

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A Difficult Decision 


Selectmen, acting as sewer commissioners, will 
be facing a difficult decision within the next month 
or so with regard to a request for an exception to 
the master plan to allow a tie-in for an office park. 

A developer has proposed construction of an 
office park in the Lowell Junction Industrial Park. 
A key to the development which would produce 
considerable tax income for the town, is allowing 
the buildings to be tied in to the town’s sewer 
system. 

While some of the development will be located in 
both Wilmington and Tewksbury, the major por- 
tion, about two-thirds, will be located in Andover, 
thus the community to receive the greatest benefit 
from the improved tax base. 

But, in the allowance of the exception to the 
sewer master plan, the town will be opening itself 
up to potential problems at some future date. 

When the master -plan was developed and 
adopted by the town in 1980, there were no provi- 
sions for such development in the Lowell Junction 
area. This was probably due to the feeling that the 
industrial area was practically fully developed and 
little more expansion was anticipated. The partic- 
ular office park plan, however, takes advantage of 
Andover land, coupled with properties in the other 
two communities. 


What must be anticipated that the particular 
section of the town is the last major area available 


for development. 


There should be little doubt that the available land 
will be dotted with new homes over the next 
several years. Andover remains a popular address 
as evidenced by the continued new construction 
annually even during difficult economic times and 
high interest rates. 

Sewer line extension most assuredly will follow 
this continued development and be done according 
to the town-approved and accepted master plan. 

The office park development exception is ob- 
viously a major one and in need of careful exami- 
nation before making a decison. 

While the company probably could get along 
with a septic system as has been suggested, their 
opting for tying into the town system is obviously 
preferable. Subsurface systems often are trouble- 
some, while the town’s system, a more expensive 
option initially, provides a more acceptable serv- 
ice and one more in line with maintaining the 
health standards of a community. 

In acting on the request, which will be rep- 
resented formally next month, the selectmen must 
decide if the increased tax revenue the town will 
gain from what is proposed as a ‘showpiece’ devel- 
opment is desirable enough to risk tampering with 
the master plan. 

This, in view of the definite prospects of contin- 
ued development of new homes in the south sec- 
tion, or Ballardvale area of the town. 


It should not be an unresolvable problem, but 
does represent a difficult decision.

Opposed To 
Doherty’s Rules 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

In your recent editorial, ‘‘Democracy Seems 
Safe’ (The TOWNSMAN, April 7, page 34), it would 
seem that ‘‘seems’’ is the key word. May I suggest 
that there might be a considerable gap between 
what ‘‘seems’’ to be the condition of our democratic 
town meeting compared with the actuality? 

The right to petition one’s government is not a 
privilege, to be ‘‘permitted”’ or “‘allowed”’ by elect- 
ed or appointed officials. These people are not 
necessarily infallible, as was amply demonstrated 
during the 1983 Andover annual Town Meeting, 
especially by the town moderator. 

No one enjoys being ruled out of order at a town 
meeting. Unfortunately, it was my dubious distinc- 
tion to have been so ruled by our short-fused moder- 
ator, simply because I tried to raise a point of order 
regarding his vacillation over my earlier, perfectly 
proper request for a clarification of the town coun- 
sel’s role in the town meeting. This was hardly 
cause for the moderator to lose his temper so 
disgracefully. If he did not feel competent to make 
up his own mind on so basic a subject, he could have 
involved the town meeting members by inviting 
them to participate in a discussion of the issue. 
Then, he would have had advice from his constitu- 
ency, the true source of his legitimacy and authori- 
ty. We never did get the necessary and desirable 
clarification of the town counsel’s role; for the 
remainder of the April 4 session, and for the eve- 
ning’s continuation of Town Meeting 1983, it was 
‘‘back to normal,”’ with the pretense that the town 
counsel has the authority to determine the legality 
of articles submitted for inclusion in the warrant 


_.. and to act as “‘legal advisor’’ to the town meeting. 


In our town meeting, as with any deliberative 
process, there must be reasonable rules, agreed to 
and understood, in advance, by the participants. 
Under our present moderator, the voters never 
know what the rules will be, since he invents them, 
ad libitum, jokingly referring to them as “‘Doher- 
ty’s Rules.’ In addition, his frequent, off-the-cuff 
commentary, even if innocently meant, often influ- 
ences the vote. It behooves any moderator worthy 
of the title to keep his own participation to a 
respectable minimum, if not an impeccable zero, 
otherwise the result is intimidation of the voters 
and the stifling of appropriate open discussion of 
the subjects to be voted upon. 

As correctly stated in your editorial, the Whis- 
pering Pines issue, within the context of Article 22, 
was not that of dealing with the merits of whether 
or not the street should be accepted; that was 
decisively decided by the town meeting vote in 1981. 
Nor was it, as you mistakenly suggest, whether or 
not a person has the right to bring a case to the town 
meeting floor. The real issue was, and still is, 
whether or not the town meeting vote is the su- 
preme authority in the Town of Andover, which 
officials, elected and appointed, must obey and 
respect. Article 22 was not a street acceptance or 
rejection article and the moderator was remiss in 
his duty to the voters, to whom he is solely responsi- 
ble, for permitting and encouraging it to be treated 
as such.

WASHINGTON — It’s 
nething new for a president 
to reward political cronies 
and campaign contributors 
with ambassadorships. Pres- 
ident Reagan has carried on 
this dubious tradition with 
gusto, but he has added a 
new wrinkle: When he has a 
friend he wants to reward 
but no embassy to put him 
in, he simply creates a new 
ambassadorship. 

That’s what Reagan did 
for Daniel Terra, the finance 
chairman of the Reagan- 
Bush campaign. The presi- 
dent created the post of 
“ambassador-at-large for 
cultural affairs.” It came 
complete with trappings, 
including limousine service. 

Last year, the president 
decided that the State 
Department's representa- 
tive to the Geneva nuclear 
arms talks should be an 
ambassador. That meant 
added prestige for Reagan’s 
friend, Maynard Glitman. It 
has also cost the taxpayers 
more money. The new 
ambassador’s chauffeured 
limousine, lavish parties and 
eight-acre lakeside estate 
have cost some $114,000. 

The latest ambassador is 
Darrell Trent, an old Cali- 
fornia buddy of Reagan’s.

was to represent the United 
States at conferences with 
European aviation officials 
over trans-Atlantic air 
fares. By another happy 
coincidence, Trent recom- 
mended that the U.S. repre- 
sentative be given the rank 
of ambassador. He made the 
proposal at about the time 
the new transportation sec- 
retary came on board — in 
other words, when Trent 
realized he might be looking 
for work pretty soon. 

Best of all for Trent, his 
recommendation was quick- 
ly endorsed by another old 
California buddy, Ed Meese, 
the president’s closest 
adviser. So Trent will now 
be an ambassador — the 
only one at the international 
conference. 

The cost of giving the 
president’s friend a title will 
be about $70,000. 

POLITICS AS USUAL?: 
One of the nails in Anne 
Burford’s political coffin 
was the charge that she was 
clearing Environmental 
Protection Agency actions 
with the White House. This 
led to the suspicion that 
environmental policy was 
being set on a political basis. 

All that was supposed to 
have gone out the window 
with Mrs. Burford’s depar- 
ture. The new EPA adminis- 


make decisions strictly on 
non-political grounds. 

That may yet turn out to 
be the case. But we’ve come 
across disturbing evidence 
that it’s still politics-as-usu- 


al at the EPA. 

Even while Ruckelshaus 
is awaiting Senate confirma- 
tion, briefing papers pre- 
pared for him by the EPA 
staff are first sent to Budget 
Director David Stockman’s 
office for review. Stockman, 
of course, is an unabashed 
political animal. 

EPA officials confirmed 
that the briefing papers 
routinely go to the budget 
office before they are sent to 
the administrator — to 
make sure they are “accu- 
rate and complete,” an 
agency spokesman said. 

But some of our sources at 
EPA don’t buy this claim of 
innocent intent. They’re 
afraid the budget office will 
water down the staff’s rec- 
ommendations if they are 
considered politically risky. 

Our sources say the brief- 
ing papers contain candid 
suggestions that might 
indeed be politically embar- 
rassing. For example, one 
document complained tha‘ 
Interior Secretary James 
Watt has been butting in on 
EPA’s water policy. The 
EPA staff wants Ruck- 
elshaus to keep Watt off 
their turf. 

Another document is even 
more disturbing. It calls for 
strengthening EPA’s 
enforcement division. Why 
should this question be 


expected to enforce the 
environmental laws without 
any political interference. 

ndeed, that’s what the 
EPA scandal has been all 
about. 


THE WAR WIDENS: 
Another nation has been 
drawn into the Nicaraguan 
civil war. Our associate on 
the scene, Jon Lee Anderson, 
has been told by Honduran 
officials that Honduran and 
Nicaraguan forces clashed 
head-on in a bloody fight on 
March 30. Forty-two Hondu- 
ran soldiers were killed; sev- 
en Nicaraguan soldiers lost 
their lives. 

The State Department and 
U.S. diplomatic officials in 
Central America claimed 
they had heard nothing of 
such a skirmish. And both 
Honduras and Nicaragua 
have attempted to keep it a 
secret. News of the fight 
would end the myth that the 
Nicaraguan war is a private 
affair being waged between 
differing factions. 

Our diplomatic sources 
fear the Nicaraguan situa- 
tion could escalate into an 
all-out war, with the United 
States committed to help 
Honduras.

Tucker, 
Common Cause 


Push Reform 


Representative Susan Tucker (D-Andover) is a 
cosponsor of a bill filed on behalf of Common 
Cause/Massachusetts for the 1983 legislative ses- 
sion. 

The Common Cause/Massachusetts State Board, 
as a result of a poll of its members’ concerns, voted 
to give top priority to the issue of campaign finance 
reforms, including the regulation of political action 
committees (PACS). 

The bill is intended to counter the impact of PAC 
contributions on the Massachusetts electoral and 
governing process by limiting each PAC to a contri- 
bution of $1,000 per candidate. 

Civil penalties for violations would be added to 
the criminal penalties already in place in the 
state’s campaign finance laws. Adding civil penal- 
ties gives more flexibility to enforcement and will 
help insure prompt and accurate filing with the 
Office of Campaign and Political Finance, the agen- 
cy which administers the state’ campaign statute. 

PACs are formed by business, labor, professional 
and other interest groups for the purpose of raising 
funds to be used for political contributions to candi- 
dates. With the rapid growth in both the number of 
PACs and the amount of money they give to cam- 
paigns, Common Cause is worried about the influ- 
ence wielded by these groups on lawmaking in 
Congress and state houses. 

At the same time that the costs of campaigning 
are burgeoning, the potential for buying influence 
increases. ‘“‘The danger,’’ says CC/M member Jo- 
seph Durant of North Andover, ‘‘is that as the role 
of PACs in elections grow, that of the individual 
citizen diminishes. Candidates for public office will 
seek and accept financial support from special 
interests and will later be under pressure to give 
legislative support to those providing the largest 
contributions. Thus representation will go to the 
highest bidder rather than to the constituency the 
candidate was elected to represent.”’ 

Despite Ward Commission findings of scandals in 
state contracts tied to political contributions, pas- 
sage of these reforms by the legislature is uncer- 
tain. Durant urges all citizens to call on their state 
legislators to support Rep. Tucker’s efforts on 
these issues. ‘“‘Citizens must voice their concerns if 
they are ever going to stop the influence of special 
interests on their government,”’ he added.

the high school once a month to give stu- 
dents a close-up look at the judicial system, 
to go along with pro bono publico programs. 

Why not a new management plan at the 
high school that breaks the school into 
‘houses’’ with assistant principals or head 
teachers responsible for each house? That 
would be ‘‘much more personal’ than try- 
ing to create school spirit among 1,250 stu- 
dents, the superintendent said. Why not a 
‘quarterly emphasis’’ program that would 
put all the system’s teachers on one or two

great. Local cable television could even 
offer ‘‘homework’’ programs geared to 
each grade level, he said. 

None of these ideas are ‘‘pie in the sky,” 
Seifert maintained, calling each idea

without additional resources.”’
